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Elba City Schools looking at paving and 
HVAC projects for bond monies awarded 


During a recent Elba 
City Schools board meet- 
ing, Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said the school 
system would be receiving 
$1,139,062 from a bond 
issue coming down to the 
local systems from the state. 

He said these bond mon- 
ies would help the school 
system to get some much- 
needed paving projects 
done, as well as, help to 
purchase some needed 
HVAC [heating, ventilation, 
and air conditioning] sys- 
tems for the schools. 

“Paving and HVAC units 
will be our main two pri- 
orities with these funds,” 
Moseley said. “Obviously, 
the majority of those funds 
will be used on the paving 
projects, but we hope to 
get some HVAC units in as 
well.” 

He said a major HVAC 
system in the auditorium 
in the high school had been 
running on just one unit 


" 


since he came to Elba in 
2015 as principal of the 
high school. Therefore, he 
said it would be great to be 
able to get the units updated 
for the auditorium. 

Moseley said bond mon- 
ies can be used on improve- 
ments for the schools, which 
he said basically includes 
things on the system’s capi- 
tal improvements plan. 

“We are to a point that if 
we don’t get some paving 
and HVAC units updated, 
our capital plan is always 
going to be behind,” 
Moseley said. “That is why 
we are looking at getting 
these projects done with 
these funds.” 

On another note, the 
superintendent said via a 
remote learning device grant 
from CRF [Coronavirus 
Relief Funds] funding, the 
system would be adding

Alabama reviews 14-day home quarantine for COVID-19 contacts 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) is 
working to make the chang- 
es in processes to allow for 
a reduced quarantine period 
for persons who may have 
been exposed to COVID- 
19. 

Only the Alabama State 
Health Officer has the 
authority to establish state 
quarantine and _ isolation 
requirements. The Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) has rec- 
ommended two additional 
options for quarantine and 
asked states to review their 
respective COVID-19 situ- 
ations. 

In its commitment to 
protect Alabamians dur- 
ing this pandemic, ADPH 
is studying the information 
and supporting documenta-

tion to make recommenda- 
tions specific to Alabama. 
Record high numbers of 
new COVID-19 cases, 
deaths, and hospitalizations 
occurred in Alabama last- 
week, requiring an ongoing 
review of what the impact 
of changes in home quar- 
antine requirements could 
have in the state. 
According to CDC, 14 
days remains the optimal 
time for home quarantine, 
as this time frame covers 
the broad range of the incu- 
bation period for COVID- 
19. Exercising options for 
home quarantine of less than 
14 days carries attendant 
risks of disease, especially 


in Alabama’s environment 
of widespread community 
transmission, high overall 
percent positivity, and need 
to preserve testing capacity 
for symptomatic and high- 
risk individuals. 

ADPH is working to 
make the changes need- 
ed to allow the release of 
persons from quarantine 
at 10 days under certain 
conditions identified in the 
CDC’s recommendations. 
CDC’s updated guidance 
requires additional condi- 
tions for home quarantine 
of 10 days which include no 
COVID-related symptoms, 
daily self-monitoring for 
symptoms, and consistent

This will require 
ADPH to make changes 
to current processes which 
should be finalized before 
Friday, Dec, 11. 

Even if excused from 
14-day quarantine, persons 
must use extreme caution 
regarding monitoring for 
symptoms for the full two 
weeks and practice mitiga- 
tion strategies within and 
beyond the quarantine peri- 
od. Home quarantine for 
residents of long-term care 
and correctional facilities 
will not change from the 
current 14-day requirement. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said, “While 
we would like to be able 
to decrease the home quar- 
antine time frame to seven 
days for persons who may 
have been exposed to 
COVID-19, this is not pos- 
sible at this time due to a 
number of reasons includ- 
ing our high case numbers 
and the disparity in test- 
ing resources among dif- 
ferent parts of our state. 
We should not knowingly 
increase the percentage of 
possibly infectious asymp- 
tomatic persons out and 
about. Even though there 
is hope that our first doses 
of COVID-19 vaccine 
may arrive in the next two 
weeks, we are still months 
away from having enough 
vaccine to protect every- 
one. So, ADPH continues to 
encourage every Alabamian 
to stay home when pos- 
sible, and to practice social 
distancing and wear masks 
when they must be out. 
Please protect the most vul- 
nerable people in our state 
by doing the right things,”

equated to less holiday traffic 
fatalities over Thanksgiving 


Troopers within the 
Alabama Law Enforcement 
Agency’s (ALEA) Highway 
Patrol Division saw near- 
ly a 30 percent decrease 
in overall traffic fatalities 
during the extended 2020 
Thanksgiving travel period. 
ALEA Troopers investigat- 
ed only eight traffic- related 
deaths as compared to 11 
during the same holiday 
travel period in 2019. 

ALEA’s Secretary Hal 
Taylor said Troopers are 
truly committed to saving 
lives, particularly during 
popular holiday travel peri- 
ods such as Thanksgiving. 
“Investigating three fewer 
traffic deaths this past 
weekend is certainly an 
achievement, however, we 
are continuously striving to 
reach the point to where we 
celebrate a holiday weekend 
without any loss of life. It is 
ALEA’s mission to ensure 
everyone makes it home 
alive and well. Through 
our campaigns, initiatives 
and proactive patrolling, we 
believe this goal will soon 
become a reality.” 

This year’s Thanksgiving 
travel period began at 
12:01 am. Wednesday, 
Noy. 25, and ended at mid- 
night Sunday, Nov. 29. 
The fatal traffic crashes 
occurred in Colbert, Coosa, 
Jefferson, Morgan, Russell, 
Tuscaloosa and Walker 
counties. One pedestrian 
and a motorcyclist were 
among the eight individu- 


als killed. Of the six who 
were killed while traveling 
in vehicles equipped with 
seat belts, three were not 
wearing them at the time of 
the crash. 

During the past two major 
holiday travel periods, Labor 
Day and Thanksgiving, 
ALEA Troopers have seen 
a decrease in traffic-related 
deaths. “We saw over a 60 
percent decrease in traffic 
fatalities over Labor Day 
weekend and with nearly a 
30 percent decrease during 
Thanksgiving, we are hop- 
ing to see that trend con- 
tinue with more Troopers 
on Alabama roadways,” 
Secretary Taylor said. 

Thanks to the continued 
support from Governor 
Kay Ivey and the legisla- 
ture, ALEA has hired 118 
Troopers since Jan. 1. The 
agency graduated one of 
the largest classes in recent 
history on Nov. 4, adding 
52 new ALEA Troopers 
throughout the state. 

Secretary Taylor said, 
“We greatly value the assis- 
tance from citizens and 
other motorists who work 
with ALEA to make our 
roadways safer. We ask 
everyone to continue to help 
us promote traffic safety ina 
joint effort to prevent crash- 
es, injuries and fatalities 
throughout the remainder of 
the holiday season. Let’s 
all work together toward a 
holiday season with zero 
traffic-related deaths.”

For children, the loss of a brother or sister can be truly traumatic. As 
the parent, it's important to guide them through the grieving process— 
helping them to process their feelings in a healthy way, and consoling 
them without attempting to mute their pain.

How are re you u at w waiting for Christmas? 


In the 1960s, psychologist Walter Mischel conducted 
a famous experiment that has come to be known as “The 
Marshmallow Test.” Groups of 4-years olds were given 
a marshmallow and told that if they waited 20 minutes 
before eating it, they would receive another. If they ate it, 
they would not get any more marshmallows. 

Some kids could wait and others could not. The research- 
ers then followed the progress of each child into adoles- 
cence and demonstrated that those with the ability to wait 
were better adjusted and more dependable, and scored an 
average of 210 points higher on the SATs. 

How would you have done on the marshmallow test? 
Are you willing to wait for things, or do you want your 
marshmallow right now? I’m pretty sure I would have 
been sent home for not only eating my marshmallow, but 
taking the other kids’ marshmallows as well. I’m not really 
good at waiting. 

The Bible tells us an interesting story of a man named 
Simeon who is willing to wait. Luke 2:25-35 

“Now there was a man in Jerusalem called Simeon, who 
was righteous and devout. He was waiting for the con- 
solation of Israel, and the Holy Spirit was on him. It had 
been revealed to him by the Holy Spirit that he would not 
die before he had seen the Lord’s Messiah. Moved by the 
Spirit, he went into the temple courts. When the parents 
brought in the child Jesus to do for him what the custom of 
the Law required, Simeon took him in his arms and praised 
God, saying: “Sovereign Lord, as you have promised, you 
may now dismiss your servant in peace. For my eyes have 
seen your salvation, which you have prepared in the sight 
of all nations: a light for revelation to the Gentiles, and 
the glory of your people Israel.” The child’s father and 
mother marveled at what was said about him. Then Simeon 
blessed them and said to Mary, his mother: “This child is 
destined to cause the falling and rising of many in Israel, 
and to be a sign that will be spoken against, so that the 
thoughts of many hearts will be revealed. And a sword will 
pierce your own soul too.” 

He waited, was faithful, and was rewarded. If we wait 
we too will be rewarded. We have already received the 
greatest gift man has ever known and we are waiting for 
his return. Faithfully obeying his will, and waiting.

Funding to bring more renovations to AAC’s Barnett Building 


More improvements are 
coming to the Rufus Barnett 
Building at the Alabama 
Aviation College after the 
building’s renovation proj- 
ect was announced by Gov.

On Thursday, Nov. 19, 
Ivey awarded almost $3 
million to Public School and 
College Authority (PSCA) 
projects around the state. 
AAC, a unit of Enterprise 
State Community College, 
received $500,000 for its 
Barnett Building project. 

“Thisis certainly welcome 
news that Enterprise State 
and the Alabama Aviation 
College will receive an 
additional $500,000 from 
the education bond issue 
to complete work on the 
renovation of the Barnett 
Building on the Ozark cam- 
pus,” Rep.

“This will 
further improve the infra- 
structure of the Aviation 
College, which has made 
great strides over the past 
few years.

Building was built in 1967.

Aviation Maintenance 
Technology (AMT) classes 
and a second hangar for the 
campus.

This phase 
included work on a new 
lobby as well as updated 
testing rooms, classrooms, 
offices and bathrooms.

Ga’ Quincy McKinstry pulled in a long TD pass to spark 
the rally as both enjoyed their trip to Bryant-Denny 
Stadium ; (5A) St. Paul’s rallied from a 21-10 third 
quarter deficit and held the ball for 30 straight plays on 
two possessions after a score and a successful on-sides 
kick to defeat Pleasant Grove 29-21, in a game in which 
the Saints held on to the ball for almost twenty minutes in 
the second half to keep the high-scoring Pleasant Grove 
offense off the field; (4A) Handley tried to make it hard 
for itself during a big 35-20 state title win over Gordo as 
it had to overcome two turnovers in the endzone on an 
interception and a fumble, but after a regular season that 
included eight straight road games and four cancelled 
games it proved to be just another hurdle the Tigers 
overcame as they claimed their second title in the past 
four years ; (3A) Fyffe rallied from a 16-0 first half

Venison recipes perfect for holidays

With Alabama’s white- 
tailed deer season in full 
swing, it’s probably time 
to clean out last year’s har- 
vest to make room for fresh 
venison. 

Venison Lasagna 

1% pounds ground venison 
1 can/jar prepared spaghet- 
ti sauce (or make it with 
Lawry’s Spaghetti Sauce 
Mix, which is what my 
mom did) 

1% tablespoons of Italian 
seasoning 

8 lasagna noodles, cooked, 
divided 

1 cup cottage cheese, divid- 
ed 


3 cups mozzarella cheese, 
divided 

% cup grated parmesan 
cheese 

Brown meat (if no fat was 
added to the ground veni- 
son, you'll need about 4 
cup of oil in the skillet to 
prevent sticking) and drain. 
Add spaghetti sauce and 
Ttalian seasoning and cook 
5 minutes. My Italian bud- 
dies would scoff at using a 
prepared spaghetti sauce, 
so, by all means, make your 
own if you have the time. 
We particularly liked the 
taste of Lawry’s growing 
up, but use whatever you 
like. 

Layer 4 strips of the cooked 
lasagna noodles on bottom 
of rectangular Pyrex bak- 
ing dish. Spoon on half 
of the meat sauce mixture 
and spread evenly. Spread 
% cup of cottage cheese 
for the next layer, followed 
by 1% cups of mozzarella. 
Add another layer of the 
ingredients, and then top by 
sprinkling with the parme- 
san cheese. 

Bake in 350-degree oven 
for 30 minutes. Serves 6-8. 


My go-to venison reci- 
pe that has been served to 


groups of a half-dozen to 
more than 30 also involves 
ground venison. To make 
enough for 30, you need a 
BIG pot. 


Venison Chili 
1/4 cup olive oil 
2 large cloves 
minced 

4 large onions, chopped 

2 large green bell peppers, 
chopped (optional, my girls 
don’t like green bell pep- 
pers) 

4 pounds ground venison 
3-4 cans diced tomatoes 

2 6-ounce cans of tomato 
paste

2 bay leaves 

1 teaspoon liquid crab boil 
(Don’t scoff until you’ve 
tried it—adds some pizzazz 
that consumers can’t iden- 
tify) 

Heat oil in a large stock 
pot with heavy bottom, 
and add garlic, onions and 
peppers. Cook until tender. 
Add venison and brown for 
10 minutes over medium 
heat. Add tomatoes, tomato 
paste, chili powder, salt, 
kidney beans, cayenne pep- 
per and garlic salt. Mix 
together and then add bay 
leaves. Bring to boil and 
then simmer for 2-3 hours. 
Serves 10-12.
